An Address Before the Horticultural So 


ciety, by Mrs- James W Thompson 


The world seems, ox late, to be touched 
with a mania of gathering 
information 
by means of asking questions on all man 
n erof top ics, addressed to all m anner of 
persons. 
I sup p ose it was on some such 
priuciple as this that I was inv ited to take 
part in the p rogram p resented by the 8 0 
ciety under whose ausp ices we gather to­ 
night. 
My reply , at first, to the gentle­ 
men of that comm ittee was, if there was 
any one thing more thau another ¡11 which 
1 had failed ignominious!) and always, it 
was 
in 
the 
cultiv ation 
of 
p lants: 
Let me but breath up on them and they 
begin to wither. 
80 there was nothing 
strictly in the line of Horticulture that 
1 
could offer that would be of use to any­ 
one; but when told that I could bring that 
which I p ossessed, I could think of noth 
ing but my needs 


In the work 1 hav e followed lately, in 
arranging for some 2 2 ,0 0 0 meals inside of 
twelv e months, I hav e come to regard 
that as one of the p ressing needs. 
Owen Meredith saul, 


“ Men m ay liv e w ith o u t books, 
" hat Is k n o w led ge but gr ie v in g. 
We m ay liv e w ithout hope. 
W hat is hope but deceiv ing. 
W e m ay liv e w ith out lov e, 
What is p assion but p ining, 
B u t w here is th e man 
T hat can liv e w ith ou t d in in g.'’ 


That leads up to the question of do 
m esticserv ice, or, as it is commonly styled 
the “ hired girl" question, which has conn 
to be of national imp ortance and has been 
the theme for discussion by men and wo. 
men in all grades of society. 
Various 
methods hav e been tried to sup lem enttlu 
lack of help, such as co-op erativ e house 
keeping, m utual, benefit kitchens taking 
meals at restaurants and others, but none 
so far hav e p rov en altogether satisfactory. 
There is no way that giv es such univ ersal 
satisfaction as a house large enough to 
meet the demands of one family where 
the mother sup erintends the household 
and where help sufficient can be obtained 
so that a ll the days need not be dev oted 
drudgery . 
Gen. Booth tells us in his “ In Darkest 
England ’ that there are 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 
girls in 
London alone leading liv es of sliame be 
cause they cannot get honest emp loyment 
A few weeks ago a w riter for the Chicago 
T ribune said there are hundreds of girl' 
in N orw ay and Sweden who were work 
ing for their board and from #8 to $1 0 p er 
y ear. 


We are constantly solicited for aid from 
the Home Mission Societies of the south 
ern states to p rov ide homes and help to 
educate the negro girls w ho work in tin 
fields there for $8 p er year. 
N o *, wiiy 
is this.' 
it seems to me we need an or 
ganiz.ation to bring about some concerted 
action to bring some of these p eop le into 
our midst where it is p ossible for them to 
become self-sup p orting, resp ectable citi 
zens, aud at the same time meet a great 
need in this p art of the world 
Oliv e Miller says that she long ago set 
tied it in her own mind that the mission 
of American women of this country was 
to civ ilize and refine the w orking women 
of Ireland, Germany and Scandl’ .tv ia, 
teach them our language and in due time 
semi them out to found homes and train 
the next generation of American citizens 
N orjis it an unw orthy mission 
if tin 
American women only surv iv e the p roc 
ess. 


We hav e need of a little more democ 
racy in this democratic country. 
T h en 
seems to be a disp osition 011 the p urt of 
certain p eop le (of course it docs not ap p ly 
to Dixon p eop le) to keep all their soeia 
bility and agreeable qualities for a ecr 
tain set or circle of friends; and sp eaking 
of social matters one often lo urs it said 
as the most sup reme comp liment, “ that a 
certain lady or certain society is v ery ex 
elusiv e*’ 
Somebody said lately that il«» 
attribute of exclusiv eness has masq>-e- 
raded under the choicest p retension.-, and 
it Is time for some one to p rick the bubble 
of an absurd social fallacy, as the idea is 
utterly out of keep ing w ith the sp irit of 
the age, and at v ariance with ev < ry 
Christian grace, and ev ery better imp ulsi 
of good breeding. 
Jt is time it 
wa 
shown for what it really is, a term dcnot 
ing limited intellect, absurd p retensions 
and colossal conceit. 
The key note of 
the age is to include, to share, 
to p a-s 
on gifts and graces and no great 
time 
shall elap se until the greatest comp liment 
that can be p aid a lady -hall be, she is 
one of the most in clu * iie women in our 
society, and ev en to be common will be 
considered less v ulgar than to be snob 
bish. 
To be cap able of always giv ing of 
one s best and insp iiing the best in others 
we come in contact with is to grow more 
and more w orthy of inclusiv e» « 
Do we need women in p olitics/ 
There 
are so many arguments, by able p eop le 
both for ami against thn- question, tJi.it 
women with a moderate fund of infor­ 
mation are bewildered and know not 
w hat is best. 
It may be a hard saym.- 
but it must, sooner or later, come from 
some one, that p olitics nowadays is a bu 
sinew or p rofession. 
T he end in v .ew is 
not, 
alas, the welfare of the 
masses 
but the p ersonal adv antage of the office 
seeker.

iltry with a slight admixture of honesty 
ami decency, but, some one -ays wfadc 
there is some truth in what you say, j e t 
the p eop le are a]way master of the gj’tua 
lion. 


As one writer p ut the m atter recently 
the p eop le are indeed king, but the m o u­ 
rn ch sleep s most of the time and thep ow - 
ei behind the throne rules the emp ire. 
In some great emergency the p eop le hav e 
their own way, but 
,3 0 does a cyclone or 
an av alanch and we must p ay for the 
losses that follow in its track. 
This sp ect­ 
acle as we see it sometimes, but shows 
what the p eop le ought to do all the time, 
am! suggests the p athetic truth and hides 
the disagrcable insinuations that there is 
negligence somewhere.,. N« *w the ques­ 
tion 1» , would the m atter be belter « r 
worse, were the Women of America al 
¡owed to v ote. 
I was talking recently 
with an editor from the state of Kansas, 
where they hav e been testing the matter 
to some extent, and asked him what no­ 
ticeable effect it liai^, had there. 
O, he 
rep lied, I don't think it makes much d<f 
ference. 
1 he women generally v ote just 
as their husbands tell them, anyw ay 
I 
thought the answer rather ev asiv e. 
Now 
1 w-ant to ask the gentlemen p resent who 
hav e the honor to be married, do your 
wiv es do just as you tell them in all other 
matters? 
Is it not true that you find 
yourselv es doing often as you are told in 
many things? 
Then w hy sup p ose they 
would not hav e original ideas on p olitical 
questions. 
I believ e the 
8 up rt me Court 
in this state has decided th at the legisla­ 
tion that secured the ballot to women on 
school questions is illegal 
Perhap s that 
worthy judge is heap ing up honors unto 
himself and p erhap s not, the end is not 
yet. 
It p olitics is a business and women 
go into it and p ursue it on strictly busi­ 
ness p rincip h s, it in too late to say that 
women ca n 't learn that; too many are 
already in the field in ev ery branch suc­ 
cessfully comp eting with good business 
men. 
It there is a duty about it, no think­ 
ing p erson will disp ute that women are 
not more lik« ly to be found in the line of 
duty, than Their less conscientious broth­ 
ers. 
T or my p art I connot see where any 
barm can come of it, and I see a p ossibility 
for good. 
To a man who is assured of his 
own p osition and strength it nev er mat 
ter.-. )iow m any otlieis arc w orking beside 
him, it is only the weak and uncertain who 
are on the lookout for fear that some one 
may enter the work who may p rov e more 
cap able than he. 
It is show n by figures that women hav e 
gained for themselv es a world wide rep u­ 
tation in sev eral fields of labor. 
The care 
of the sick, of the criminal, of the In 
dinn, iu anti-slav ery work, the YV C T I 
the Led Cross and others. 
It seems im 
p ossible that any should learn of these 
things ami yet s# V that women should 
hav e no v oice regarding the sta'e institu­ 
tions, including p risons, reformatories, in­ 
dustrial schools and the like in which they 
hav e labored so effectiv ely. 
In school work, one thing we need 
to discourage is, written examinations. 
How such a p ernicious habit could hav e 
sup erimp osed itself up on w hat is sup ­ 
p osed to be our thinking class; how it 
could hav e grown out of the old way. 
defies all laws of p sycology and ev olu­ 
tion. 
T he tendency of the written exam 
turn is to make boys disgusted with school 
work and driv e them to seek relief in any 
tiling that p resents life. 
N o sooner does 
a child get an idea started than the exam 
¡nation swoop s down and drags forth its 
roots to da) light, and nine times out of 
ten the fumbling ov er and the criticism 
will kill it. 
Written examinations destoy 
the nerv es of children, injures then eye­ 
sight am! giv es them an idea that they 
can tin sh a subject which a p hilosop her 
cannot finish in a lifetime. 
T he written 
exaninatiou in the hands of a teacher is a 
p rod to driv e the children home at night 
to hav e the p arents do the work. 
They 
"imp ly go to school to recite and not to 
learn. 
I he school room is a p lace where 
they p arade the night work done at home. 
It destroys all p ower of sp eech in child 
ten and will make them bunglers through 
life. 


We need something done on the tern 
p eranee question. 
There is no doubt but 
that we already hav g laws enough, hut 
how to get them enforced is a question 
that as yet 
no statesman has solv ed. 
When trying to indict a man for any 
misdemeanor in that line it is always 
necessary to go among his friends and 
customers fur witnesses. 
Men who are 
truthful and reliable on ev ery other p oint, 
will ev ade, p rev aricate and p erjure them ­ 
selv es in a whiskey case. 
I fear we shall 
not get far toward bettering this matter 
until our Christian brethren can see their 
way clearer to do without the rev enue. 
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W e hav e a great many so-called Christian 
associations; would it not be well for 
some of them to look into this matter and 
p rov ide a comfortable p lace w here at 
night, at least, they could be sheltered 
and kep t from annoying hard working 
p eop le who need their rest. 
Again we 
need a p lace where our citizens can a t­ 
tend religious serv ices at least one day in 
sev en. 
It is true we already 
hav e six 
Protestant churches, but out of a p op ula 
tion of 7,000 less than 1.0C0. or only one 
sev enth of th • whole, can be found inside 
of any church 
Robert 
Ingersoll has 
been trying for some time to conv ince 
the p ublic that churches aud p icachers 
were a waste < I good raw material, but 
he does not seem to gt t many followers 
As the world grows wiser their utility 
becomes m oreand more ap p arent 
If any­ 
one doubts the social influence of the 
p reacher let him observ e the ways of men 
who hav e any social reform in v iew 
lb 
they hard-headed men of business or 
av owed infidels they nev er attem p t any 
gioat work until they first striv e to enlist 
the symp athies of the clergy. 
Ingersoll’s 
father himself was a p reacher, and many 
attribute the many social 
v irtues 
and 
beneficient activ ities of that noted man 
to this fact 
Also Ralp h Waldo Emerson, 
who could not reconcile his conscience 
to remain in the p ulp it, on account of its 
creeds, yet his blameless character arid 
great influence for good were no doubt 
largely due to the circumstance that he 
was a descendant of nine generations of 
p reachers. 
It would seem that *» ur p eo­ 
p le understand and ap p reciate this, for 
last sum mer during the greatest heat and 
dust of the season, the Tab m a d e across 
ttie riv er was taxed to its utmost to ac­ 
commodate the thousands of eager listen 
ers that Hocked to hear those religion 
educators, who came among us to teach.
